The morning session was devoted 
to routine business and discussion of 
questions sent down by the Alberta 
prohibition association. 

The afternoon was taken up with 
meetings of committees and reports. 

Rev. Dr. Powell of Calgary, saip- 
erintendent Missions was present and 
addressed the gathering, indicating 
the spirit and progress of the church 
as manifested throughout the various 
Presbyteries of Southern Alberta. 

Reports presented were as follows: 
M. and M. fund, Mr. Geo. Mack of 
High River; Pension fund, by Rev. 
R. E. Finlay of Carmangay; Relig¬ 
ious education by Rev. A. H. Rowe 
of Granum; Home missions by Rev. 
A. Rannie of High River. 

Though the financial stringency 
had very seriously challenged the 
church, there were evidence of pro¬ 
gress in every department. Heavy 
deficits were found in ministers’ sal¬ 
aries in both aid receiving and self- 
sustaining charges. 

To maintain the work and give 
regular services there must be in¬ 
creased grants in many communities.

Councillors Give Reports of Year’s 

Municipal Business. Nominations 
For Council 

At 1 p.m., Saturday, February 18, 
Mr. Northcott, the Returning Officer 
called the meeting, comprising some 
two hundred ratepayers, to order and 
asked for nominations for chairman. 
Mover and seconded that Mr. Wilson 
Oldfield act as chairman of the meet¬ 
ing. Carried. The chairman there¬ 
upon called for nominations for sec¬ 
retary for the meeting. Moved and 
seconded that P. Haalam act as sec¬ 
retary; carried. 

The various councillors were then 
called upon by the chairman for an 
account of the . work accomplished 
during the year 1932. 

Mr. Ward, Reeve, took the financial 
statement and explained the various 
items in detail. 

- The chairman notified the meeting 
that the time for receiving nomina¬ 
tions, 3 p.m., was close at hand. Mov¬ 
ed by Mr. F. Shouldice and seconded 
by Mr. D. Sinclair that nominations 
be called for at 3 p.m.; the meeting 
to be left open for fifteen minutes, 
then the business of the annual meet¬ 
ing to be proceeded with, though the 
Returning Officer accept nominations 
until 4 p.m. 

At 3:15 p.m., the meeting was call¬ 
ed to order and Mr. F. Shouldice ask¬ 
ed the privilege of addressing the 
meeting on the financial statement. 
Proposed by Mr. Williams that Mr. 
Shouldice address the meeting after 
the councillors had given their re¬ 
ports and that the councillors have 
the opportunity of replying if they 
saw fit. 

The councillors then continued 
their reports. Mr. Williams, the dep¬ 
uty reeve, reporting on the work ac¬ 
complished in his district during the 
year, said that he had expended $4,- 
144.00 ua roads. Touching on tho re¬ 
lief question, he said that less relief 
was necessary in his division in the 
year 1932 than in any year since he 
had been on the council. He also em¬ 
phasized the good done regarding the 
accessibility of the roads in winter by 
the cleaning off of the weeds in the 
fall. 

Mr. Dann in his report dealt with 
the road work in his division. 

Mr. Bertrand, the next councillor 
called upon, said that he had expend¬ 
ed $3400 in his division. He also 
dealt with tax collections and the 
proposed new legislation coming into 
force in 1933 with regard to taxes. 

Mr. R. Hill in his remarks review¬ 
ed the road work in his division, say¬ 
ing that all the ratepayers had a 
chance to work on the road if they 
wished to do so. 

Mr. D. Sinclair gave an account of 
the Council’s operations during the 
past year, saying that the mill rate 
had been reduced from five to four 
mills. He pointed out that the muni¬ 
cipal tax was the only tax of which 
the municipality had control; the rest 
of the taxes being collected by them 
on commission; also that the assess¬ 
ment had been reduced in 1932, ap¬ 
proximately 10 per cent. The idea 
followed in 1932 road work, was to 
allow the ratepayers to work out tax 
arrears. During the year, owing to 
more rains than usual, it was neces¬ 
sary to drag the roads more fre¬ 
quently. 

Miss Davidson, the public health 
nurse, then gave an interesting re¬ 
port of her work throughout the year. 

Mr. F. Shouldice of Calgary, a 
ratepayer of the municipality, then 
addressed the meeting on the financ¬ 
ial statement; in a constructive crit¬ 
icism he dealt with the various items 
of expenditure saying that he was 
not representing any financial inter¬ 
ests but speaking as an individual 
ratepayer.

reached a higher standard of conduct and management 
than ever before. The present system of Liquor Control 
as operating in Alberta, has proved generally satisfactory 
and efficient. Why at a time like this, attempt to rock 
the boat, destroy an established industry, throw mapy 
employees on relief, and launch another experiment which 
will undoubtedly prove costly, and appears to lack any 
justification. It. is to be hoped that the government does 
not permit professional agitators to disrupt legitimate 
business, especially under present serious conditions. 


BOURASSA SPEAKS 


Mr. Bourassa made contribution to the debate on Mr. 
Wordsworth’s C.C.F. resolution in Parliament. Inasmuch 
as his whole speech seemed to express more nearly than 
most, the hope of the people for a more understanding, 
unselfish attitude on the part of legislators, a portion of 
this speech is quoted: 

“In the name of all that is true and legitimate in pri¬ 
vate initiative and private property, which is now being 
expropriated in Canada as fast as in Russia; in the name 
of our past traditions, Canadian, French or British, I ser¬ 
iously call upon the members of the various parties and 
groups of this house to forget for a moment, party diff¬ 
erences and do all they can, not to counteract every new 
idea that is presented as being a form of bolshevism, but 
to listen attentively and sympathetically to every sugges¬ 
tion which is made, prepared to reject what we think is 
wrong and accept what is right Do not let us endeavor to 
crush the growing feelings and aspirations of a suffering 
people by telling them that what was good enough for 
our fathers is good enough for us. Do not let us tell them 
that this is a passing crisis and that things will adjust 
themselves. They will not and we know it. It is wrong to 
deceive the people. I know that in my own little sphere 
of life hundreds of people are starving today. 

“There is not one specific measure which has been 
adopted either here, in Quebec, in Toronto or elsewhere, 
which can cure the evil. The best intellects amongst the 
capitalists, among the traders, among the farmers and 
among the laborers must get to work and convince them¬ 
selves that the main thing is not to turn over the country 
to the laborer or the farmer or the capitalist, but that 
the one standing law of humanity is that every individual 
in every class must make his bit of sacrifice in order to 
save the whole. If we make it better for the whole, then 
the individual^ in all classes will benefit.’’ 


WOiyHY OF HIS HIRE 

The existing impulse toward economy has been mani¬ 
fested with fine results in the conduct of municipal coun¬ 
cils during the past year. But there is a point at which 
economy ceases to be a virtue and becomes a mistaken 
policy, resulting in the sacrifice of efficiency. 

At several of the recent ratepayers’ meetings through¬ 
out the province, there were criticisms of the salaries of 
secretary-treasurers, of teachers, and of the mileage al¬ 
lowed to councillors. 

In most instances the unanimous opinion of ratepayers 
has been that excellent service had been rendered during 
the year and good results obtained. Yet, admitting this, 
there was still the demand to reduce the pay of these 
good servants. 

Those most closely in touch with the work of a secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, realize what a great responsibility de¬ 
volves upon him. His duties have increased rather than 
diminished with the passing years, and in many instances 
new burdens have been added. As a rule, the position of 
secretary-treasurer is held by one man over a period of 
years. He becomes thoroughly familiar with the business 
of the district past and present. His council on the other 
hand is a changing body. There are new mayors or 
reeves, new councillors. As a rule these men are rela¬ 
tively inexperienced when they take office and it is natur¬ 
al that they should look for guidance to that more perm¬ 
anent official, the secretary-treasurer. And one finds that 
those most appreciative of the important service of this 
semi-permanent official, are the heads and members of 
council. His judgment, common sense and honesty are 
invaluable qualities, upon which they rely. His service 
can scarcely be over estimated. Yet, despite the large 
sums of money handled by him, despite the character, 
personality and efficiency required, the tendency is to 
grind him down to a salary no greater than that of a 
minor clerk. In most municipalities, the secretary-treas¬ 
urer’s salary has been reduced to the lowest figure com¬ 
patible with good service. Any further cut would prob¬ 
ably prove costly in the long run. 

The same principle is applicable to councillors. It has 
been admitted that, councillors this year have taken their 
duties very seriously, and the result of their conscientious 
and capable service is shown on the books. The story of 
the financing of each municipal district is a story of time 
expended, of much planning and good management. It is 
a service that should surely be appreciated. And yet in 
too many instances the only expressed appreciation for 
saving the municipality from overwhelming debt, has 
been a demand that councillors’ mileage be reduced. The 
mileage as it stands, does not cover car depreciation, with 
out taking into account the perpetual other demands. 

An honest recognition of honest and capable service, is 
a primary virtue which ratepayers would do well to re¬ 
member. A little appreciation of what has been accom¬ 
plished is more in order, than a blind and unthinking 
economy. 


HEALTH HINTS FROM PAST 

Thousands of years ago, a Chinese sage offered these 
guides to health to the people of his age. Sages and phys¬ 
icians are still giving much the same advice: 

“Breakfast early in the morning. 

“Take in the air of heaven through the nose. 

“Never leave the house until you have broken your fast. 

“This precaution is all the more important'in times of 
epidemic or when one must enter a house in which there 
are sick people. 

“Take a good meal in the middle of the day. Eat the 
simplest viands; they are more nourishing. 

“Beware of delicate dishes invented only to tickle the 
appetite. 

“Eat slowly; chew well; such mastication breaks the 
food into bits, charges it well with salvia, and prepares it 
for the stomach. 

“Don’t satisfy your appetite to such an extent that 
when you get up from the table you are surfeited; abund¬ 
ance of food torments the stomach and impedes indiges¬ 
tion.. 

“Supp early and frugally. 

“Better increase the number of your meals than in¬ 
crease the quantity of food you take at each one. 

“Avoid swift transitions from heat to cold. 

“In bed lie on your right side or on your left, bend 
your knees and go to sleep in this position. 

“Every time you wake up stretch yourself in bed; this 
will impart freedom to the operations of the heart. 

“The heart is to a man what roots are to a tree. 

“If you decline from your original state of prosperity, 
say to yourself that what you have left will suffice for 
you. ‘They may take my prosperity from me,’ say to 
yourself, ‘but they can not rob me of my heart’s repose.’ ” 
—Literary Digest 

RECIPROCITY? 

Hope springs eternal, and the latest news to revive 
drooping spirits has been the report of new inter-trade 
relations with United States. If such negotiations were 
to result favorably, it would mean much to Canada, as 
well as to the States. 

It is hard to beat the geographical aspect in trade re¬ 
lations, and North America offers a great field for profit¬ 
able reciprocal trade. The natural flow is north and south 
with markets accessible and the handicap of distance min¬ 
imized. United States has many natural products which 
cannot be grown in this country. It has also a variety of 
manufactured goods which are desired by Canadian peo¬ 
ple. On the other hand there are Canada’s exportable 
primary products, notably beef, milk and dairy products 
which in years gone by found ready market in the south 
and the sale of which contributed enormously to Canada’s 
wealth. Unnatural trade barriers have worked hardship 
on both sides of the line. 

The persistent rumor now is afloat, that when Sir. 
Roosevelt attains to the active presidency, he will lose no 
time in approaching Canada on the question of ^better 
trade relations. 

It would be very much to the advantage of United 
States to give trade concessions to this country. Aside 
from the natural “neighborly” considerations, there is the 
debt question. Canada owes United States a sum which 
involves an annual interest payment of $250,000,000. 
There is the growing realization that the payment "bf 
Canada’s obligations is dependent to a great extent on 
the volume of goods which she can place in United States. 
The past two years, with the difficulties of exchange the 
consequent “freezing” of the tourist trade, the general 
reduction in purchasing power, the Conference agree¬ 
ments, have all, no doubt, brought home certain lessons 
to the self-contained nation to the south, as well as to 
Canada. 

If the two countries can serve their own interests by 
lowering tariffs and conducting business in a more neigh¬ 
borly fashion, there seems to be ground for hope that 
some agreement will be reached. 

To the Western Canadian and to the Eastern agricul¬ 
turist, a reciprocal arrangement with United States will 
appear as the first real sign that the tide has turned. 

WHEN AGNES GETS ANNOYED 

In his weekly, letter, Dr. Stanley touches in passing, on 
the day in Parliament, when Agnes McPhail “told off” 
her opponents. The Ottawa Journal tells the story more 
fully. There is no doubt that Agnes is a person who must 
rouse very pronounced sentiments—either for or against. 
It is probably safe' to say that not a man in the House of 
Commons shouted “sit down” during her wrathful speech. 

The Ottawa Journal tells it: 

Miss Agnes MacPhail, the ope and only, seldom loses 
her temper in the House of Commons, but when she does 
it’s worth a trip to Parliament Hill to watch the fire, 
works. Thursday night saw the woman member indig¬ 
nantly refute implications that the Co-operative Common¬ 
wealth Federation was linked up with communism. 

“I am Canadian bom, and I love Canada as much as 
any member who sits on the Government side.” said Miss 
■Macphail, her voice trembling with emotion. "My record 
of service in this country is as clean as that of any mem¬ 
ber in any part of this House, and I do not propose any 
longer to sit here and allow people to put into our mouths 
things that we have never said and attribute to us us mo¬ 
tives that we have never had.” 

“This business of continually trying to tie us up to Mos 
cow is ridiculous; it is nonsense,” said the woman mem¬ 
ber with vigor. “It is a regular trick of the Conservative 
party. I remember when the Liberals were in power how 
the Conservatives were always saying that the fiscal pol¬ 
icy of the Government was dictated from Washington. 
Now if the financial policy of this Government is not dic¬ 
tated by Wall Street, I should like to know who is dic¬ 
tating it.” 

“The Conservatives are always trying to tie up those 
opposed to them with dictation from some place outside 
this country,” continued Miss Macphail. “I my self and 
the members of the United Farmbers of Alberta and the 
Labor group in this House are Canadians. We are not 
tied up with Moscow and never have been. We are taking 
no orders and no money from Moscow. May I say to the 
honorable member for Toronto Northwest that we are 
driving by constitutional methods, by the exercise of our 
ntelligence, which thank God we possess—” 

“The people of Canada know that the Conservative par- 
y has no corner on Canadianism, that it has no comer on 
Royalty to this country, that it has no corner on a desire 
to serve even though it means sacrifice, and it is about 
irte the Conservative party realized that. They have 
vaved the flag and prostituted patriotism as no other 
group in Canada have done—we have heard it until we 
ire sick of it—and when the flag won’t do they take the 
3ible and wrap their policies in both. We have listened 
I to altogether too much of that sort of thing.”

MADE IN CANADA 

PARLIAMENT 


Left Hand Corner of Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald Givas Nationality of 
Representatives 


Parliament, which opened last 
week, has a strictly made-in-Canada 
flavor, writes C. L. in the Ottawa 
Journal. Two hundred and fifteen 
members of the House of Commons 
out of 243—there are three vacancies 
—first saw the light of day in the 
Dominion. Eight M.P.’s hail from 
Scotland, seven from England, five 
from the United States, and Tour 
from the Emerald Isle. Russia, Swed¬ 
en and Newfoundland respectively 
contributed a son to Canada’s public 
life. 

The Upper House, too, is pretty 
much made-in-Canada. There are 89 
senators now with seven vacancies. 
Of this 89, no fewer than 86 were 
bom in the Dominion. The three 
bom outside are Hon. Robert Forke, 
from Scotland; Hon. James Murdock 
from England, and Hon. A . E. Plan- 
ta, from Australia. 

The Parliamentary “Guide”—com¬ 
monly known’as the “herd book” on 
Parliament Hill— is authority for 
the statement that 243 members of 
the House of Commons follow 28' dif¬ 
ferent callings to keep the wolf from 
their doors.

Legislature announced that rural 
subscribers owed the government 
$384,882, with an additional $7,448 
owed by former exchange subscribers 
in towns and $20,879 from city ar¬ 
rears.
